Commission says no to resurfacing of 32.3 miles of road

A proposal by Coffee County En- 
gineer Mark Pool spun an hour long 
discussion on county revenue in 
Tuesday morning's commission 
meeting. He stated that 32.3 miles of 
county roads needed to be resurface 
this year or they could possibly dete- 
riorate within the near future to the 
degree that they would have to be to- 
tally rebuilt. 

Pool estimated the cost on the re- 
surfacing project to be an estimated 
$376,164. 

In reviewing the county's finan- 
cial status and trying to decide if the 
project could be funded, Commis- 
sion Chairman Billy Eagerton re- 
minded the commissioners of the 
short term loans coming due in June 
and July which total approximately 
$500,000, 

Eagerton also stated that another 
$500,000 was owed to the county's 
general fund by the gasoline fund. 

Funds were transferred from the 
general fund to purchase equipment 
to be used in repairing roads dam- 
aged by the March '90 flood. These 
funds were to be repaid once disaster 
money was received from state and 
federal agencies, All disaster money 
has not been received at the present 
lime. 


In a previous meeting, the com- 
mission had already agreed to secure 
money to be used as matching funds 
in obtaining federal funds to resur- 
face "on system" roads in the county. 
Eagerton stated that it would be nec- 
essary to borrow this money. 


The chairman stated that a total of 


approximately $1.7 million dollars 
would be needed in order to pay the 
short term notes, repay the general 
fund, obta:n the matching funds, and 
to fund the county engineer's propo- 
sal. 

Commissioners Bill Faulk and 
Sid Averett voiced their opposition 
to borrowing the money to.{und the 
32.3 miles of resurfacing, but agreed 
to the borrowing of the remainder. 

Commissioner Jim Dubose stated 
that the county has an, investment to 
protect in these roads and that if the 
resurfacing was delayed, it would 
cost more later. 

Pool told the commissioners that 
the county had an agreement with 
the state to maintain the farm-to- 
market roads to meet certain stan- 
dards. If this is not done, the county 
faces the possibility of losing federal 
funds, 

After several minutes of discuss- 
ing the pros and cons of borrowing 
enough money to accomplish all ol 
the afore mentioned items, the com- 
mission acted. They decided to issue

bonds in order to raise the funds 
needed but an amount was not decid- 
ed upon; however, it was agreed that 
it would be in excess of $1 million. 

The commission instructed Chair- 
man Eagerton and County Adminis- 
trator Wilson Mobley to proceed 
with securing the bonds. 

Eagerton stated that the firm of 
Howard, Weil, Lafouissee, Frie- 
drichs, Inc. would be asked to handle 
the bond issue. This investment se- 
curities firm located in Montgomery 
was used in securing funds to build 
the new county jail and the DHR 
building. 

The unpopular subject of taxes 
reared its head in the commission 
meeting during all the discussion on 
road repair. It was the general con- 
sensus of the commissioners that 
sooner or later, taxes, unpopular as 
they are, would have to be raised in 
order to fund projects like the ones 
being discussed in this meeting 

Without a lot of discussion, the 
commission on a vote of 5-1-1 voted 
to ask the local legislators, Rep, Jim- 
my Holley and Sen. Crum Foshee, to 
introduce a bill imposing a 2¢ per 
gallon tax on gasoline and diesel fuel 
in Coffee County. This revenue will 
be used to repair county roads, 

Voting for were: Commissioners 
Sid Averett, Damascus Crittenden, 
Jim Dubose, Eugene Bradley and 
Billy Eagerton. Commissioner Rob- 
ert Stephens voted against and Com- 
missioner Bill Faulk abstained. 

It was noted that a bill is present- 
ly before the Alabama Legislature to 
place a 7-1/2¢ per gallon tax on gas 
and fuel. If this bill passes, 2¢ of that 
tax will be allotted to counties for lo- 
cal road repair. Commissioners stat 
ed that should that bill pass (7-1/2¢) 
they would repeal the local 2¢ im- 
posed if it was indeed introduced

Even though the recent rains 
have slowed construction canmsidera- 
bly, excitement continues to grow as 
the project takes shape. Several 
weeks of decent weather could put 
construcuon back on schedule and 
school officials still hope construc- 
tion will be finished by the begin- 
ning of the 1992-93 school year.

New Brockton's city councilmen 
were told “city headed in the right

In last Thursday evening's cily 
council meeting, Ken Bevis, a CPA 
for the Dothan firm Carpenter, Bevis 
and Eberhart, reviewed with the 
council a 34-page audit report of the 
city’s financial records. The Dothan 
firm is responsible for auditing the 
city’s books each year.

The bill 
passed the Alabama House of Representatives last week but faces a tough 
battle to even get debated on the floor of the Senate. “They are just too 
busy.” We have voiced our opinion on this issue before but will do so 
again, While we could never personally make the decision for any particu 
lar woman to get an abortion, we don't pass harsh judgement on any wom 
an who makes the choice herself. As far as passing a law to prohibit abor 
tions ,., that is like the infamous law of the Roaring ‘20's which prohibited 
the sale of drinking alcohol.

Herbicides are a mayor key t 
farming. Their use is very scientific 
and must be precise and they are ex 
pensive 

We have at the Coffee County 
Extension Office in New Brockton a 
Weed Identification Plot. To my 
knowledge, there are four of these in 
the state and this is the only one 
open for public use, 

In order to use a herbicide you 
first need to know what weed you 
plan to spray, When I am asked a 
peanut crop weed question and | ask 
what weeds do you have, the most 
common answer I get back is “some 
of all of them” and that's probably 
fairly true. All of our farmers know 
some of the weeds, and many of our 
farmers know most of the weeds. 
But | don't know of any of us who 
know all of the weeds, 

Identifying your weeds is a major 
part of using herbicides, | think this 
plot will help all of us. We now have 
56 weeds up and growing here. Be- 
sides our more common row crop 
weeds, we have a few pasture and 
home lawn weeds. 

As growers make frequent visits 
to the ASCS office, they can walk 
through these plots and refresh their 
memory as to the weeds and possible 
leam a few new ones. I think this 
weed identification plot will give our 
growers an added edge on _ the 
weeds, help them to more accurately 
spray their herbicides, and put more 
money in their pockets not only be 
saving on herbicides but higher pea- 
nut yiclds, more grass for grazing 
and clean, prettier lawns for our 
home owners. 

COTTON SCOUTING SCHOOL 

The Wiregrass Cotton Scouting 
School will be held at the Wiregrass 
Substation at 8:30 a.m. on Thursday, 
May 30. The scouting school will be

SUMMER CLEANING 

It's ume to store those electric 
blankets for the summer. Here are 
some ups for storing them. 

Most fabrics used for these blan- 
kets are washable, but always check 
the manufacturers care label for spe- 
cific instructions. Most electric blan- 
kets can be washed using a gentle or 
delicate cycle to minimize action on 
the wiring. Warm-water temperature 
is usually recommended for lightly 
to medium soiled blankets. Tumble 
dry blankets using a low heat setting. 
Some specify line drying only, Han- 
dle them as carefully as possible to 
avoid breaking the wiring, 
HEADS-ON OR HEADLESS 
SHRIMP 

Which is the better buy - head on 
shrimp or shrimp that is headless? It 
depends on the price, To compare, 
multiply the price per pound of 
head-on shrimp by 1.6. You get an 
answer fairly close to what you 
would pay for headless (tails only) 
shrimp 

For example: Head-on shrimp at 
$4.00 per pound x 1.6 equals $7.98 
per pound for headless shrimp, Any 
amount above this for headless 
shrimp pays for the convenience of 
having the shrimp deheaded 
SUMMER SHAPE UP 

The approaching hot summer 
days and lure of the beach are signal 
ing “shape up" time to many of us.

but the yellow ts a little more com 
non, it usually has one stalk per 
plant, and each blade has a constric 
tion one inch from the leaf tip. The 
leaf tip comes to what we call a hy 
podermic needle point, On the other 
hand, the purple nutsedge grows in 
clusters and is not nearly as pointed 
on the leaf tip 

There are several herbicides for 
nutsedge control in peanuts, but once 
peanuts are up one of the best ways 
to control nutsedge in cultivation, 
On yellow nutsedge you can apply 
Basagran. It usually takes two appli- 
cations of 1 quart Basagran plus 1 
quart crop oil each time on young, 
lender nutgrass. You only get about 
50 percent effectiveness or kill on 
yellow nutsedge, so do not expect 
spectacular results 

If you have both yellow and pur 
ple nutsedge, the herbicide Pursuit is 
not labeled for peanuts, Nutsedge 
control can be achieved by applying 
4 ounces of Pursuit preplant incorpo- 
rated, preemergence or at cracking, 
or by applying the 2 ounce sequen- 
lial treatments. For postemergence 
treatment, nutsedge should be in the 
spike stage (2-3 inches tall) at time 
of treatment. When tall nutsedge 
should be in postemergence, nut- 
sedge growth is stopped, but the nut- 
sedge plants rarely die. Regrowth is 
possible after some period of time. 
Cultivation 10 or more days after 
treatment can improve degree of 
control. You should not expect this 
chemical to be a salvage treatment 
on tall nutsedge. 

Cultivation is still one of the best 
answers. You need to set your 
sweeps a little deeper than normal to 
clip the roots. Cultivation is one of 
the best controls 
PLANTING OKRA 

No true Souther garden is com- 
plete without okra. But, some gar- 
deners have complained that they 
have trouble getting a good stand of 
okra. This may be because gardeners 
are planting okra seed too early. 

Germination of okra seed is not 
good at soil temperatures below 65 
or 70 degrees Fahrenheit. Seed ger- 
mination improves at higher temper- 
atures, Those gardeners that just 
want to start okra early might try 
planting the seed in a hilled row 
where the temperatures can be a lit- 
tle warmer than in the surrounding 
soil 

Plant only fresh okra seed. Okra 
seed loses viability over time and 
germination is poor in seed that is 
more than one or two years old. Pre- 
fresh seed overnight in 
warm water softens the seed and 
sometimes promotes more rapid ger- 
mination.

Post -Wedding 
Gown Care

A bridal gown can be a very big 
investment, To preserve its beauty, it 
is important to take proper care after 
the gown is worn 

After the wedding, the gown 
should be cleaned and protected for 
possible future use. For the best re- 
sults, this should take place within 
the next several days or weeks. The 
gown Is bound to be soiled to some 
degree by perspiration and body oil. 
Long gowns will pick up soil on the 
hem and train, and very likely there 
will be food and beverage spills. The 
longer the slain is untreated, the 
harder it will be to remove 

When having the gown dry 
cleaned, it is important to point out 
any slains, and have them noted by 
the counter person, The treatment of 
sequins and beadwork should also be 
discussed 

Once the dress has been cleaned, 
it may be stored by either placing the 
dress on a well padded hanger lo 
support the shoulder and add waist 
lape to support the skirt, then pad out 
the bodice and sleeves with acid free 
tissue, then place the dress in a big 
muslin or cotton fabric garment bag; 
or carefully folding the dress into an 
acid free box with tissue in the folds 
lo prevent sharp creases. If the dress 
is carefully packed, it will be almost 
wrinkle free and ready to use when 
yOu take it Oul again 

The best area to store your dress 
would be a safe place, away from 
heat, damp and light. Avoid the 
basement (flooding and mildew) and 
altic (fluctuating temperatures) if 
possible, Check dress periodically as 
an insect prevention method 

Do not store your dress in a plas 
lic bag. They often wap humidity, 
may cause discoloration, and attract 
dust, Do not use blue, black or col 
ored tissue. Should the tissue and the 
dress get wet, the dye will not come 
oul of your dress
